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Discuss that this claim is directed to a bulletin board system whereby an application 
server receives instructions for bulletin board messages and the messages are 
generated by the server and sent to an address of a client gateway corresponding to 
an address of a recipient. The bulletin board messages are automatically and 
concurrently displayed (i.e., a bulletin board, not simply an inbox showing message 
headers for one recipient) at a client computer bulletin board graphical user 
interface. 

The cited art appears to show a collaborative system at a central agent or server, but 
where the server sends individual notice to users of the collaborative system to make 
them aware of any message posted on the bulletin board that is directed to them. The 
user must then access the collaborative system of the central agent or server. Thus, 
the client computers are not receiving bulletin board messages and automatically and 
concurrently displaying the bulletin board messages within a bulletin board graphical 
user interface but arc instead receiving notices and allowing the user to access the 
central agent to view pertinent messages of the collaborative system.
